Terrorist grenades 
in Gaza kill three 


. Jerusalem Post Staff 
GAZA.- — Two hand grenades 
thrown 90 minutes apart In the 
heart of Gaza yesterday killed two 
Israelis and one local Arab, and 
wounded 11 other people, seven of 
them Arabs. 

‘It was the second. terrorist 
murder In the administered areas 
In less than three weeks and the 
worst Incident in the Gaza Strip in 
years. 

Shortly before noon, a terrorist 
tossed a grenade at the rear of an 
army pickup truck passing through 
Falastln Square. Elianne (liana) 
Gazlt, 21, of Tel Aviv, was killed In- 
stantly. Re uven Feuer, also 21, of 
Kibbutz Klssufim, was rushed to a 
hospital in AshJrelon, but he died on 
the operating table. 

• Also fatally injured In the attack 
was an Arab passerby. Shihada 
SuaJam," 34 of Jebaliya. He died 
yesterday evening at SblTa hospital 
in Gaza. 

. injured in the attack were Orit 
Levinger, 23. of Ramat Aviv. and 
four passersby, all Arabs. 

'.- Authorities clamped a curfew on 
and around the square, the site of 
another grenade attack on January 
26 which Injured nine people, ail 
local residents. Troops rounded up 
dozens of suspects and closed off 
the city to Israeli visitors.

.DAMASCUS. — Syria may act as a 
third party through which the U.S. 
embassy hostages in Teheran may 
be released, Western diplomatic 
sources saidhere yesterday. ' 

Government officials had no Im- 
mediate comment, but the sources 
said Syria's special relations with 
Iran would allow it to play the ride. 

' Syria Is one of the few Arab coun- 
tries which has maintained good 
relations with the Iranian 
revolutionary government since the 
ouster of the shah. President Hafez 
Assad has repeatedly praised the 
Iranian leaders, and Syrian of- 
ficials have helped normalize 
relations between Iran and several 
of its Arab neighbours. 

Political source* said Assad. h&* 
personally' authorised his ’ foreign ‘ 
policy adviser, Adib Daoudi, to join 
the international commission which 
will investigate the alleged crimes 
of the deposed shah. 

"If the committee succeeds In its 
mission, the American hostages 
may he turned over to Syria, who. 
will then hand them over to the 
U.S.," a Western diplomat said. 

(At the UN, well-placed sources 
said that an Algerian, a Syrian, a - 
Bangladeshi, a Venezuelan and' a 
Frenchman will make up the UN 
commission of inquiry Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim was ex- 


pected to announce today. 
Waldheim's spokesman, Francois 
Giuliani, said yesterday that "some 
details remain to be worked out," 
and an announcement might come 
either today or tomorrow.) 

A Kuwaiti newspaper said, 
meanwhile, that Iranian President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr has received 
Ayatollah Khomeini's permission 
to move the militant students out of 
the occupied U.S. embassy com- 
pound and put the 60 American 
hostages they were holding under 
the protection of government 
troops. 

The newspaper "Al-Wattan," 
reporting from Teheran yesterday, 
did not give a timetable for the 
: -transfer and the report could not be 
confirmed. 

In Washington, President Jimmy 
Carter said, that a review of U.S. 
relations with pre-revolutionary 
Iran would not be appropriate at 
this time, but he added that he is 
looking forward to establishing 
"normal relationships" with the 
Persian Gulf nation. 

In remarks made public by the 
White House yesterday, Carter told 
Interviewers that the U.S. regrets 
“any misunderstandings...between 
ourselves and Iran or any other 
country.” 


Battles in north Lebanon; 
Syrians said to be staying

Fierce fighting raged In northern 
Lebanon yesterday between sup- 
porters of former Lebanese Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh, backed by 
Syrian artillery, and Christian 
militiamen. - 

The worst violence was reported 
‘from the Christian village of Knat, 
,80 kxns. north of Beirut. The 
Phal&ngist radio, owned by the 
Christian Phalange party , said that 
the village had been "totally 
destroyed" by Syrian tanka, ar- 
tillery and infantry. Knat ’a 1,500 in- 
habitants and the 8,000 residents 0/ 
four neighbouring hamlets all aban- 
doned their homes. No .accurate 
casualty figures were available. 

By midday, the clashes bad 
spread to almost all the villages 
and hills overlooking the main 
coastal highway between Beirut 
and Tripoli, Lebanon's second 
largest city, according to 
Phalanglat sources. ' 

. In Beirut, where a two and a half 
hour emergency cabinet meeting 
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was held to work out a national 
reconciliation charter, sniping clos- 
ed the vital port yesterday mor- 
ning. 

Meanwhile, Syria's Foreign 
Minister Abdel Halim Kh a d d am 
was quoted yesterday in the leftist 
Beirut newspaper, “As-Saflr,” as 
saying: "We are staying in 
Lebanon. We entered for nationalist 
considerations and our presence Is 
linked to these considerations.” 

A planned visit by U.S. Am- 
bassador to the UN Donald 
McHenry, to the UNIFIL forces In 
th e Sout h was cancelled yesterday. 
UNIFXL'b operations officer said 
this was because of the weather, 
-but other UN officers blamed the 
escalating violence in the country. 

The Jerusa lem Post has learned 
that UNIFIL Commander General 
Emmanual Ersklne met Lebanese 
government leaders in Beirut aqd 
Colonel Muhammed Ghanem, com- 
mander of the Syrian forces In 
Lebanon.

Soviets building j 
major naval base) 
at Libyan port j 

CAIRO OTPI). — The Soviet Uiilon 
Is building a major naval base at 
the Libyan Mediterranean port of 
Al-Bardiya, 21 km west of the Egyp- 
tian border, the newspaper "Al- 
Ahram" said In Friday's early 
editions. I 

The newspaper, in an unsourced 
' report, said Libyan strongman, Col. 
Muammar Gaddafi has placed the 
port, originally built by the Italians 
In the 1930s and subsequently ex- 
panded by the British, "at the dis- 
posal of the Soviet Union." 

Libyan workers, guided by Soviet 
experts, are installing a giant 
dockyard at the port, equipped to 
repair military vessels, and 
building a road to connect the port 
with other parts of Libya. Air 
defence missiles are being installed 
atop desert peaks around the port, 

the newspaper said. 

The newspaper noted that Al- 
Bardiya is opposite the Greek port 
of Piraeus, on the other side Of the 
Mediterranean', where the 
American Sixth Fleet has facilities. 

Meanwhile, six Soviet ships 
carrying troops passed through the 
Suez Canal from the Mediterranean 
to ttic Rod Sea recently, the weekly 
magazine "October" said yester- 
day.

W. Germans plan vast arms 
deal with Arabs — ‘Observer’ 


After the curfew went Into effect, 
another grenade was thrown from 
the yard of the American Baptist 
Hospital at the eastern end of 
Fast In Square. Three Israelis, two 
of them soldiers, and three local 
Arabs were Injured. 

According to Itim. witnesses 
claimed that one of the suspects 
detained was a young man who was 
seen throwing the second grenade 
and fleeing into the hospital court- 
yard. But the military authorities 
would not confirm this., last night. 

The two attacks followed the 
murder of Jesper Jehoshua Sloma. 
a soldier-student, in Hebron just 
over two weeks ago. heightening 
tensions In the administered areas. 

Although there have been no 
terrorist incidents reported In Gaza 
since last June, the district has' been 
torn recently by inter-Arab strife. 
Moslem fundamentalists rioted 
twice during January, attacking 
the office of a local communist 
leader as well as a bar and a 
billiards halL 

Commenting on yesterday's at- 
tacks, Gaza Mayor Rashad Shawa 
was quoted by AP as saying: 
"These bombs are a reaction to 
what happened In Hebron. There is 
so much pressure. The situation is 
very very tense," he reportedly 
said.

LONDON. — A sensational but well 
documented claim that West Ger- 
man businessmen are secretly try- 
ing to supply arena and military 
vehicles to a number of Arab coun- 
tries Is made hefre today in "The 
Observer." ! 

In an exclusive front-page story, 
details are given of deals in the 
pipeline which, if concluded, would 
be of immense: benefit to Syria, 
Libya, Saudi Arabia and Iraq. 

Libya, -for example, would be 
able to make a. nuclear bomb, and 
Syria would be able to reduce its 
dependence on Soviet supplies. 

If the deals are concluded, the 
paper points out they would "he a 
clear reversal of the Bonn 
government's policy of "no export of 
arms fo zones of tension.'" It Is for 
this reason that the deals are being 
negotiated by German in- 
dustrialists through undercover 
contacts and small Intermediary 
firms. 

One of the largest deals Involved, 
and apparently near completion, is 
for 42,000 army trucks and other 
vehicles for Syria.' The German 


Is also negotiating with a Frankfurt 
firm for 300 Leopard tanks, tur- 
bines for Syria's Russian Mig-2i 
fighters, and metal-testing gear for 
servicing Russian-built tanks. 

Magirus-Deutz is also proposing 
to sell Iraq 2,000 assorted military 
vehicles, while Saudi Arabia is also 
hoping to Acquire Leopard battle 
tanks. 

The most spectacular document 
to fall Into the hands of Neal 
Ascherson, who wrote the story in 
"The Observer,” relates to the deal 
with Libya which involves nuclear 
material. The offer is for a series of 
"ultra-centrifuges” capable of 
enriching uranium to the ‘‘weapons 
grade” level of 95 per cent 
uranium-230. The offer also in- 
cludes a "complete enrichment 
. plant, complete with spec- 
trometrers and other ancillary 
gear.” 

The Leopard tanks being offered 
to Saudi Arabia would cost £800,000 
each and are the model currently in 
service with the Bundeseher, the 
,U/8. 

Documents relating to the truck 
deal with Syria Indicate Syrian dis- 
satisfaction with their Russian 
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(ULM), which would build the 
vehldfes in Syria. 

President Hafez Assad’s regime 


Syrians believe that the company In 
question. Magirus-Deutz, "will [day a 
big role In the development of the 


Syrian army." There is also 
evidence that vehicles made by the 
firm have been sent to Syria for 
testing. 

A consortium of companies call- 
ing themselves the “Nato Standard 
Company” and including Magtrng- 
Deutz are also shown by "The 
Ovoerver” report to have played a 
vital part In the Yom Klppur War. 

A document quoted states: "It 
was this firm which found how to 
breach the sand walls and barriers 
on the Sues Canal... Within six 
weeks, the firm produced the 
necessary water-cannon and 
delivered them to Egypt a week 
before the outbreak of war. The 
firm’s engineers supervised the 
training of Egyptians in the use of 
the water-cannon.” 

To encourage the Libyans, the 
"Nato Standard Company” has 
now apparently assured them that 
It no longer trades with Egypt. 

The documents also shew that 
Magirus-Deutz has refused to do 
business with Israel, and that it has 
been accused in some of American 
and European newspapers of anti- 
Semitism because of Its role in the

W. Bank’s Kamei Shomron

A Jewish town of 2,000 families 
will be established on a hill 5 to 7 
kxns east of Kalkilya in the West 
Bank, the Housing Ministry reveal- 
ed yesterday. 

. A rural settlement will be es- 
tablished east of It near the new 
road from Jinsafut to the cross- 
Samaria Road, the World Zionist 
Organization reported. 

Yossi Morgalit, who heads the 
ministry's rural building and new 
settlements administration, told 
The Jerusalem Post the Ministerial 
Settlement Committee had ap- 
proved the projects several months 
ago. Some 1,000 dunams of state- 
owned land have been earmarked 
for the new town, named Kamei 
Shomron Gimmel. The exact loca- 


tion for the rural settlement, 
Karnei Shomron Dalet, has not 
beta determined yet.' 

The Housing Ministry meanwhile 
Is drawing up plans for the new 
town and work in the area is 
scheduled to begin in four to six 
months, Margalit said. Construc- 
tion will take one-and-a-half to two 
years so the first settlers are ex- 
pected there only at the beginning 
of 1982, he added. _ 

The Kamei Shomron region is be- 
ing established on 7,000 dunams of 
state-owned land. The present 
settlement of Karnei Shomron will 
be developed into a town of 30,000 
inhabitants according to the chair- 
man of the Ministerial Settlement 
Committee. Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon. Karnei Shomron Bet 
was Inaugurated last Thursday. 


Tito — almost no hope 


BELGRADE (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Tito suffered a further 
weakening of his kidneys yester- 
day. and official Yugoslav sources 
said there was almost no hope for 
his recovery. 

In a midday medical bulletin, 
doctors treating the 87-year-old 
Yugoslav leader made no reference' 
to the slight improvement in his 
overall condition which they 
reported on Friday. 

The official sources said the 


president, In the main hospital of 
the northern city of Ljubljana, 
drifted into a coma about three 
days ago after a progressive 
deterioration in his heart, kidney 
and digestive systems since last 
Sunday. 

A dialysis machine to support his 
kidney functions has failed to 
produce desired results and there Is 
now a danger that toxic substances 
might spread through his body, 
causing a further deterioration in 
his condition.

NEW YORK. — in a cosmic game 
of hide-and-seek, the sun hid behind 
the moon yesterday, rolling a wave 
of darknesB 11,200 kms across 
Africa, India and China. 

The sun's rays were completely 
blocked for up to four minutes in the 
150-km-wide path of the total 
eclipse, and leas spectacular effects ■ 
could be seen over a vast area. 

A full sky of stars was visible and 
temperatures dropped several 
degrees during the minutes of 
darkness just before noon in por- 
tions of Kenya and Tanzania in 
Eastern Africa. 

"It was simply beautiful,"' said 
an observer in T&ita Hills, Kenya. 


Frightened tribesmen in 
Ngomenl, eastern Kenya, retreated 
to their mud huts, cows lay down to 
sleep and birds settled in their 
night-time roosts. 

U.S. National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration scientists 
near Ngomenl launched seven 
rockets to photograph the sun, take 
its temperature and measure at- 
mospheric changes at altitudes up 
to 400 kms. 

In Eilat, thousands of Israelis and 
tourists gathered for a glimpse of 
the eclipse. 

The eclipse of about half the sun 
could be clearly seen between 10JW 
a.m. and 11.00 a.m. (AP, Reuter) 


| Egypt delays 
its diplomats

Egyptian Foreign Ministry of- 
ficials said yesterday that its 
diplomatic mission to Tel Aviv, 
originally scheduled to arrive in 
Israel today, will be delayed until 
Wednesday. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry officials 
said late last night it was still un- 
clear to them precisely when the 12- 
man Egyptian team would arrive, 
but that it was sending its own mis- 
sion to Cairo today as scheduled. 

Both countries were scheduled to 
begin operating their respective 
embassies tomorrow. Israel is sen- 
ding Charge d'Affaires Yosef 
Hadass to the Egyptian capital to- 
day to inaugurate its embassy at 
Cairo's Dokki suburb. The embassy 
is slated to be opened officially at 
mid- morning tomorrow. 

The Egyptians are to take up of- 
fices at the Tel Aviv Hilton Hotel 
until permanent premises are 
found. Last night the Hilton said the 
Egyptians were due "some time 
next week." 

The two countries are due to ex- 
change ambassadors officially next 
week. Israel's ambassador- 
designate to Cairo, Dr. Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar, will submit his credentials 
to President Anwar Sadat on 
February 26 — one day after 
Egypt’s ambassador to Israel, Saad 
Mortada, 1s to present his own 
credentials to President Yitzhak 
Navon in Jerusalem. 

In line with the Israel-Egyptian 
peace treaty signed last March, the 
' two countries have been engaged in 
normalizing their relations in all 
spheres. 

The two countries last week in- 
itialled an agreement under which 
Israel's El A1 airline and Egypt's 
privately run Lotus travel firm will 
each operate two flights a week 
between Egypt and Israel. 

South Yemenis said 
flown to Afghanistan 

CAIRO (UPI). — Soviet planes 
have transported two South Yemeni 
infantry regiments recently to 
Afghanistan, where they will fight 
on the- side of the Afghan regular 
army and other Soviet and East 
European troops against Moslem 
insurgents, the newspaper "AI 
Ahram” said. 

In a dispatch from Aden, the 
newspaper- said the arrival of the 
Yemeni regiments in Kabul was 
“part of an operation of replacing 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan by 
other troops, who have mostly been 
drawn from East Europe." 

IZMIR. — The authorities in this 
Turkish Aegean city appealed for 
more troops yesterday to quell a 
leftist uprising, after day-long 
battles that elaimed the lives of 
three. policemen (see page 4) 


Cabinet discussion due today 

Settlement in 
Hebron seen 
unlikely now

“Jews will live in Hebron," a 
senior aide to the prime minister 
told The Jerusalem Post last night. 
“But it is not a practical proposition 
at present. It would take at least six 
months to refurnish the Je wish- 
owned houses in question." 

The aide spoke on the eve of 
another likely cabinet discussion on 
the Hebron Issue, with Klryat Arba 
residents pressing for the go-ahead 
to take over two empty houses, 
formerly occupied by Jews, in the 
heart of the city. 

"They are hardly houses." the 
premier's aide observed. "They're 
ruins. If they were habitable, there 
would be Arabs living in them." He 
surmised that the cabinet might 
give orders for the reconstruction 
work to begin — but said there were 
legal obstacles. 

These obstacles surfaced over the 
weekend: the heirs to the owners of 
one house Informed the government 
that they did not want Jews living in 
it, while the heirs to the second 
house have not yet been traced. 

Attorney-general Yitzhak 
ruled last week that three other 
Jewlsh-owned houses in the centre 
of Hebron are not legally available 
because they are leased under a 
protected-tenancy to local 
organizations, one of which is a 
school, another UNRWA, -the 
United Nations refugee organiza- 
tion. 

The heirs to the first empty 
house, the Bierman family of 
Jerusalem, believe rehousing Jews 
in Hebron would harm the 
prospects of peace. Amnon Bier- 
man, a lawyer, said last night that 


his family opposed settlement by 
Jews “in the present cir- 
cumstances" in Beit Hacham Tzar- 
fat i, which was owned originally by 
his great-grandfather. Bier man’s 
lawyer has cabled Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin and Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman warning 
them that any occupation of the 
house would be opposed In the 
courts on grounds of trespassing. 

The government were also given 
a warning on Friday from Peace 
Now, who told them that 30 Klryat 
Arba families had decided to move 
this week Into the Biermana' house 
and the other Hebron house not rul- 
ed out by Zamir, whether or not 
they are granted government per- 
mission. Peace Now yesterday 
vowed to oppose any such move. 

Klryat Arba leader Moshe 
Levin ger, meanwhile, is reported to 
have submitted a plan to 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon, 
the settlers’ champion in the 
cabinet, calling for the housing of 36 
Jewish families in Hebron. 
Levinger's plan apparently in- 
volves all five Jewish -owned houses 
and disregards the attorney- 
general's findings which ruled out 
three of them. 

An Idea advanced by Liberal 
Minister without Portfolio Moshe 
Nissitn, which could win 
wide cabinet support as a 
"compromise," calls for the es- 
tablishment in Hebron of a Jewish 
institution, such as a yeshiv a or 
museum, in order fo represent a 
Jewish presence in the city. Niasim

30 families planning to 
moYe into Hebron tonight

Thirty families from Klryat Arba 
plan to move Into Jewlsh-owned 
property In Hebron this evening 
regardless of what the government 
decides on the subject today. 

Klryat Arba sources confirmed to 
The Jerusalem Post last night that 
such unilateral action would be 
taken whether pr not the cabinet 
gives the go-ahead for Jewish 
settlement in the heart of the Arab 
city. 

Sources In the suburb said that 
the general feeling there was "not 
optimistic” and that preparations 
were under way to start squatting 
this evening whether or not the 
government comes up with a 
positive decision. 

The families plan to occupy two 
buildings adjacent to the Avrabam 
Avinu Synagogue and the nearby 
Romano Building, currently hous- 
ing the Hebron municipality’s 
Osama Ibn Bln Munkiz girls secon- 
dary school. 

Klryat Arba residents have main- 
tained pickets outside the school 
since the curfew Imposed on central 
Hebron on January 31 was lifted 
last Sunday. The curfew was im- 
posed after the murder of Jehoshua 
Sloma, a soldier-student at the sub- 
urb's 7/eshivnt header. 

On Friday a group of Israel left- 
wingers called the “Peace 
Loyalists Bloc" visited Hebron to 
express opposition to “collective 
punishment” and the plan to allow 
Jews to settle in the town. They met 
with Mayor F&hd Kawaama. 
Several of them were detained 


briefly by security forces, but 
released after questioning. 

In a bulletin Issued by Klryat Ar- 
ba's administrative council yester- 
day, Rabbi Moshe Levin ger said 
that it was important for Jews to 
live in Hebron for the same reason 
that it was important for them to 
live in Nablus. 

“If Jfws can live in London, New 
York and Paris, why should they 
not live In these cities?" he asked. 
A Jewish presence in Hebron, he 
argued, will "neutralize the hostile 
atmosphere towards Israel." 

There was no comparison, he 
said, between what happened to the 
Jews of Hebron and the flight of 
Arabs from Lod and Ramie during 
the 1948 war. Kawaama. has said 
that he will welcome Jews In 
Hebron if Arabs are allowed to 
return to their homes in Jewish 
cities.

Klryat Arba leaders reportedly 
have presented an architect's plan 
for Jewish settlement In Hebron to 
Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer and Agriculture Minister

The plan reportedly calls for ad- 
ding floors to three Jewish -owned 
properties in Hebron, and for 
building flats io adjacent empty 
lots. 

Formulators of the plan say that 
103 Jewish families in this way can 
be housed In Hebron within one 
year, without infringing on Arab 
properties. 

Acquisition of small pieces of 
Arab property, the plan says, would 
allow for the housing of 500 
families.

Week’s road toll; 
8 dead, 219 hurt 


Eight people were killed and 219 
Injured in 151 road accidents last 
week, police reported on Friday.

Lischka, others

COLOGNE (AP). — The former 
Gestapo chief of France and two 
Nazi SS accomplices were jailed 
yesterday five days after being con- 
victed of abetting the wartime' 
murders of 73,000 French Jews, 
police said. They had been tem- 
porarily free pending appeal of the 
verdicts. 

Kurt Lischka, 70, secret police 
chief in Nazi-occupied France, was 
arrested in Cologne and taken to a 
local prison to begin serving his 10 - 
year sentence, police said. 

Herbert Hagen, 66, tlje Gestapo 
chief for the French Atlantic coast 
In 1940-42, began serving his 12-year 
sentence in Hamm. (Earlier story - 
page 4) 
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Egypt open to ‘new 
moves’ in peace proces 


CAIRO. — Egypt, declaring its 
diplomacy was flexible, said 
yesterday it was prepared to accept 
any new “move or initiative" that 
would help realize an overall Mid- 
dle East peace settlement. 

The Egyptian declaration, made 
by the state-controlled Middle East 
News Agency, followed reports that 
European countries may attempt to 
obtain from the UN Security Coun- 
cil an amendment to Resolution 242 
to bring the Palestinians into the 
peace-making process. 

America’s UN Ambassador 
Donald McHenry referred to the 
European attempt during a visit to 
Cairo on Thursday, but served 
notice that the Egyptian-lsraeli 
negotiations on Palestinian 
autonomy are "the only ballgame 
in town.” 

Egypt likewise made It clear any 
new initiative should aim at giving 
a boost * to the autonomy 
negotiations, which are targeted to 
end In May. 

"The Arab Republic of Egypt, 
within the framework of its 


diplomatic flexibility, is prepared 
to accept any move or initiative 
that would help in realizing an 
overall Middle East peace 
settlement." the agency said. 

"Egypt Is following up the Euro- 
pean move and welcomes any effort 
that would help realize a com- 
prehensive and just settlement and 
give a push to the Palestinian full 
autonomy negotiations as an in- 
terim step to be followed by self- 
determination," the agency said. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
meanwhile met yesterday with 
James McIntyre, director of the 
U.S. Office of Management and 
Budget, who was accompanied by 
four congressmen. The delegation, 
which arrived from Tel Aviv on Fri- 
day. is on a week-long inspection 
tour of U.S. economic and military 
aid programmes in Egypt and 
Israel. 

McHenry meanwhile arrived in 
Amman from Beirut yesterday on 
the fifth leg of his seven-nation Mid- 
dle East tour and immediately 
began closed-door talks with King 
Hussein. (UPL AP) 


Israeli group claims progress 
in Cairo autonomy talks

The autonomy working groups 
will resume their discussions in Tel 
Aviv tomorrow after a round of 
talks in Cairo last week where, ac- 
cording to Israeli participants, im- 
portant progress was made. 

That progress, according to an 
Israeli source, lay in the fact that 
Egyptians are no longer baulking at 
Israel’s tripartite breakdown of the 
powers — into "transferred." 
"shared," and "residual’ ’ — nor 
are they rejecting out of hand the 
Israeli model, as they did when It 
was first advanced. 

The talks In Cairo Jn fact 
proceede. said the Israeli source, 
on the basis of the Israeli 
breakdown, and on the basis of an 
Israeli exposition of which powers 
should fit Into each of the three 
categories. 

The Egyptian negotiators 
challenged the pigeonholing of 
specific powers into specific 
categories, and they took issue, too, 
with Israel's definition 'of some of 
the powers. But they were arguing 


on tne basis of the general Israeli 
concept, and this, according to the 
Israeli source, is a significant 
development. 

The source could not point to any 
area of new agreement, though. Ap- 
parently such substantive 
breakthrough will have to be 
achieved. If at all, at the meeting of 
the heads of delegations scheduled 
for the end of the month In London 
or Zurich. * 

The Israeli source said that the 
entry into detailed discussions on 
the basis 61 the Israeli blueprint 
was carried out behind a deliberate 
screen of rhetoric, designed ap- 
parently to assure Egyptian and 
Arab opinion that the Egyptian side 
is not f orgoing Its ultimate goals. 

Thus, Egyptian working group 
head Ezzat Abdul-Latif held forth 
powerfully in the opening session on 
the need for the autonomy to inr 
elude Jerusalem, on the need for it 
to rest on independent Palestinian 
political institutions, and on the un- 
wisdom of the Israel cabinet's 
latest decision on Hebron. 


UK cabinet split over move 
to have PLO join ME talks

LONDON. — The British cabinet is 
reported to be split over the 
proposing Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington for 'a Middle East in- 
itiative 0 involving the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation and an 
alteration to UN Security Council 
resolution 242. 

A report in today’s "Observer" 
states that Lord Carrington is ex- 
pected to seek support from 
Britain’s partners in the EEC for 
his initiative when the community’s 
nine foreign ministers meet in 
Rome on Tuesday. 

- But the paper claims that 
Carrington's plan does not have the 
full backing of the cabinet and 
"influential. pro-Zionist ministers 


are expected to resist a move which 
could lead to recognition of the PLO 
as' a participant in new peace 
negotiations." 

Britain has been moving steadily 
towaxtik" 'recognition • 

since Oie^iisereatlve^vinmment : 
of Margaret Thatcher took office 
last May. While it repeats its con- 
tinued friendship for Israel and 
commitment to its security, it 
nevertheless believes • that the 
autonomy talks with Egypt are 
doomed to failure and is waiting for 
an opportunity to pounce and take a 
lead in peace moves. The Foreign 
Office, traditionally pro-Arab, has 
been strengthened in this bias since 
the arrival there of Lord Carrington 
and of his deputy. Sir Ian Gil moor, 
who has long supported the Arab 
cause. 


Authorities may prevent 
‘Palestinian Congress’

A "Palestinian National- 
Congress" "planned for Tuesday in 
Jerusalem’s Al-Aksa Mosque now 
seems unlikely to take place as the 
authorities have decided to take 
steps to prevent it. 

It was not clear last night precise- 
ly how the military government, 
both in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip, would prevent the gathering. 
It appeared likely that invitees 
from these areas would simply not 
be permitted to reach the capital to 
participate in the event. 

The congress, organized by the 
East Jerusalem Supreme Moslem 
Council, was slated to* discuss 
"national issues." These included 
questions such as Jewish settle- 
ment in the administered 
territories and specifically the plan 
to allow Jews to live in Hebron. 

Hundreds of people, both 
Moslems and Christians, from the 
entire political spectrum of the 
West Bank and the Gasa Strip, had 
been invited. Foreign consular of- 
ficials and journalists had also been 
Invited. 

It was the first time that a 
"national" political gathering had 
been planned in the Al-Aksa Mos- 
que — which last month was the 
scene of protests against the plann- 


ed takeover of the Jerusalem 
District Electricity Company. 

The participants from the West 
Bank and Gaza were prevented 
from coming to Jerusalem by 
security forces at roadblocks and 
checkpoints near their cities. But 
residents of the eastern part of the 
city were still able to make their 
voices heard. 

Arab sources in the capital said 
last night that the decision by the 
authorities to prevent the congress 
did not necessarily mean that It 
would not take place. “Whatever 
happens," said one leading political 
figure, “the Israelis will be sure 
that they do not have our consent to 
the ban." 

Last summer the authorities 
were. angered by a "Palestinian 
Social Affairs Congress" which met 
in the East Jerusalem YMCA 
building. Ostensibly called to dis- 
cuss social and economic affaire, 
the congress turned into a strident 
demonstration of support for the 
Palestine Liberation Organization.

Nurses: Today’s sanctions

The nurses are protesting the 4 
per cent cut in their staff and the 
freeze, on hiring new personnel. 

No meetings or negotiations have 
been set with any government of- 
ficials so far. The nurses plan to 
demonstrate outside the Health and 
Finance Ministries and the Prime 
Minister's Office, possibly on 
Wednesday. A planned demonstra- 
tion outside the Knesset has been 
put off temporarily. 


‘Fifth of lyar’ to become party 


TEL AVIV. — The leftist "Fifth of 
lyar group" identified with writer 
Yoram Kaniuk yesterday resolved 
to become a full-fledged political 
party and run for the Knesset. 

The group emerged a year ago as 
a protest movement without 
political aspirations. 

Meeting at the Kfar Hamaccabia 
hotel, the group appealed to other 
parties of like ideologies to join 
forces in the Knesset bid.

Haifa theatre fights BL15m. deficit

HAIFA. — The municipal theatre 
has launched a public fund-raising 
campaign to cover its current 
IL15xn. deficit. Financial Manager 
Dov Roth told The Jerusalem Post 
o- i- rlday . 

"If the public does not come to 
our help, there is no way the Haifa 
theatre can survive another 
season," he said. "We are writing 
first to our regular subscribers, 
then to the local corporations, in- 
dustries, banks and the like, asking 
for their contribution." 

Roth regretted that nothing was 
likely to come of the widely discuss- 
ed proposal to merge with the Tel 
Aviv Cameri theatre. "Our artists 


and the public opposed the idea so 
fiercely we had little choice but 
give it up. Which was a pity. We 
could make good use of the Cameri 
staff and experience," he said. 

Last year's season was one' of the 
theatre’s best, he added, with full 
houses at every performance and 
the critics’ praise for most of them. 
"We registered 20,000 new sub- 
scribers," he said, "far beyond our 
expectations. But all the money 
earned was gobbled up by produc- 
tion and maintenance costs." 

For 1980. the theatre has 
drastically reduced its off-town 
productions from last year's 300 to 
ISO or less. And there will be more 
co-productions and less grandiose 
stagings, Roth said.

Wage-price pact wanted 
as C-o-L up 7.3%

The unexpectedly high 7.3 per 
cent rise in January prices has In- 
creased pressure on the govern- 
ment, Hlstadrut and employers to 
reach some sort of package -deal 
about prices and wages. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
said after the publication of the 
January cost-ot-llving index on Fri- 
day that he is still optimistic about 
the chances to rein In Inflation. 
Most of Ms experts at the Treasury 
had predicted that January's prices 
would be only about 6 per cent 
higher than those of the month 
before. 

He also told The Jerusalem Post 
that he is prepared to start 
preliminary negotiations about the 
compensation for higher prices due 
to be paid to salaried workers in 
their April .pay slips. He stressed 
that he would not negotiate about 
quarterly adjustments of income 
tax brackets — one of the 
mstadrut’s majop^ demands — ex- . 
cept in the context of ah overall 
agreement on the C-o-L Increments 
which compensate for price 

The Treasury has already hsade 
it clear that it will not agree tp full 
(100 per cent according to tne in- 
dex) compensation for prices. 
Avraham Shavit, presidenyof the 
Manufacturers Association, says 
that employers could not afford to 
pay workers full compensation. 
And in the Treasury, economists 
fear that full compensation — " 
which could reach a ceiling of IL10,- 
000 for some wage-earners — could 
obviate all of their plans to curtail 
inflation. 

Hlstadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel indicated after 
the publication of the January In- 
dex that the Hlstadrut unequivocal- 
ly rejects rumoured plans to delete 
fuel from the basket of com- 
modities used to calculate the con- 
sumer price index. The Hlstadrut 
would also not agree to the Hurvitz 
plan for a one-year freeze of all the 
labour -contracts due to expire on 
April 1, he said.

Israel protests Irish nod to PLO

Dollar investments thrive 
on local equity exchange

TEL AVIV. — The profitability that 
can be obtained from dollar in- 
vestments In the Israeli equity 
market was underscored last week 
by the substantial gains ln the share 
market, while the Israeli pound waa 
devalued by only a fraction over 
half of 1 per cent. 

Since the beginning of the calen- 
dar year the General Share Index 
has advanced by juat.under-30 per 
cent, while the devaluation of the 
lira has been well under 8 per cent. 

The United Mizrahi Bank was 
very much ln the news last week as 
it was mentioned as the front- . 
runner in the bid to purchase the 
government's shares ln the Tefahot 
Mortgage Bank. 

During the week the shares of 
Mizrahi fluctuated wildly but still 
wound up with a 2 per cent gain. 
Tefahot, on the other hand, rose by 
9.4 pbr cent. In addition the bank 
announced a new financing Issue 
which will be carried out by way of 
rights to be Issued to the Mfzrahi 
securities holders. 

The underlying strength of the 
market was evidenced by the fact 
that over the last two sessions, 
attempts at profit-taking resulted 
In n mixed price trend. When 
sizeable offers appeared they were 
easily absorbed at slightly lower 
levels. 

The best performance of the 
sham market was turned In by Jor- 


dan Exploration which gained no 
less than 42.8 per cent. EYutarom, 
among Industrials, was ahead by an 
impressive 31.8 per cent. Elron IL1 
gained 17.6 per cent, while the IL2 
shares were higher by nearly 15 per 
cent. 

Meh&drln and Rassco fought a 
close race for group leadership. 
Mchadrin, following a good balance 
sheet, came through with a gain of 
28.7 per cent. Rassco preferred rac- 
ed ahead by 23.5 per cent In the 
ease of Rassco it was speculative 
demand that was responsible for 
the gain. The company is suffering 
from liquidity problems, though 
saIcs of apartments have im- 
proved. 

The index-linked bond market 
continued to suffer from selling 
pressures. Throughout the week 
references by government officials 
to progress against inflation were 
responsible for the selling. 

Devaluation last week was in the-, 
order of 0.6 per cent. The head 
dealer of the foreign currency 
trading room ln one of Tel Aviv's 
commercial banks explained that a 
relatively large supply of dollars 
was felt last week. In addition, he 
pointed out that the Bank of Israel 
has been supporting the dollar, 
though this intervention has 
generally been In the order of try- 
ing to raise the dollar by a handful 
of agorot on any given day.

Knesset members are not likely 
to amend the law to give up their 
Immunity from prosecution for 
traffic offences, though faction 
representatives discussed the ques- 
tion last week and will meet again 
on Tuesday to discuss the Issue. 

Evidence presented at last 
week’s ‘meeting by a police officer 
and the Knesset serjeant-at-arms 
showed that MKs get off the hook 
for considerably more traffic 
offences than was originally 
reported. 

A report leaked from the meeting 
said only that police had cancelled 
141 tickets In 1979. and all but four 
had been for parking violations. 

A change in the immunity law 
was first proposed ln a bill 
presented last month by Melr Arait 
f Shall, former transport minister 
and now chairman of the special 
Knesset committee on road ac- 
cidents. 

Am it’s bill was defeated, as were 
similar bills before it in the Ninth 
Knesset. 

Coalition chairman Halm Corfu 
opposed the bill, asking more time 
to discuss the matter. He thought it 
“pretentious" of Amlt, who is ser- 
ving his first term in the Knesset, 
"to come and improve the world." 

The vote was 21 - 12 . Seventy per 
cent of the members were absent, 
which Is indicative of the impor- 
tance they attach to the subject. 

Though Amit's bill failed, it led 
Corfu to invite the various factions 
to discuss the immunity question 
with respect to traffic offences. 

At last week’s meeting, a police 
officer, Sgan-Nitzav Shmuel Bogler 
told the committee that in 1979, the 
police had cancelled 141 traffic 
tickets given Knesset members. Of 
these, all but four were for illegal 
parking; the remainder were for 
driving without a safety belt, 
speeding at 107 km. per hour, and 
(in two cases) driving through a red 
light 

At least two newspapers duly 
reported this Information. But their 
source had oot told them the whole 
truth — the statistics do not show 
the instances ln which a policeman 
refrains from giving & ticket the 
moment he realizes that the 
offender is an MK.

Gang murder 
suspect remanded 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — Rafael Ozer. 
brother of underworld kingpin 
Herzl Ozer who wap murdered on 
January 15, was on Friday ordered 
held in custody for 15 days as A 
suspect in the murder of one man 
and the disappearance of another.

Whoever leaked Bogler’s figure 
of 141 neglected to report statistics 
presented by the Knesset serjeant- 
at-arms. Issie Ben-Gal, at the 
meeting. 

In the first two years of the Ninth 
Knesset (until Speaker Yitzhak 
Shamir discontinued the practice), 
he said, he had forwarded to the 
police 1,0 56 traffic tickets received 
by MKs, and another 800 to 
municipalities. 

No wonder, then, that when Amit 
was asked to comment on the 
headline, "141 MKs’ traffic tickets 
cancelled," he called the figure 
deceptive. 

He Insisted that the question was 
not a statistical but a moral one. It 
was wrong of MKs to take advan- 
tage of the Immunity Law for an 
offence in no way connected with 
the discharge of their parliamen- 
tary duties. 

Not only did this further tarnish 
the Knesset’s image, but it was 
hardly a contribution to the fight 
against road accidents. 

Tamar Eshel, one of the two 
Alignment MKs who voted for 
Amit's bill, is circulating a 
"declaration" among her fellow 
legislators In which they undertake 
voluntarily not to invoke their 
parliamentary immunity with 
respect to traffic offences. 

This measure is designed to over- 
come the qu alms (sincere or alleg- 
ed) of those MKs who say — as did 
Alignment member Daniel Rosolio : 
“I just don’t want the Knesset to 
tamper with the Immunity Law. 
Today it’s only traffic offences, but 


who knoWs what it will be 
tomorrow!" 

The voluntary declaration would 
presumably appeal, too, to those 
MKs who agree that It is an abuse of 
the Immunity Law to invoke it for 
traffic offences but who prefer the 
status quo to giving Shai a political 
victory. 

In any case. Sahel's slgn-up cam- 
paign has not been a glowing 
success. According to Alignment 
faction chairman Moshe Shahal, 
who also voted for Amit’s bill, only 
about 28 MKs have signed on the 
dotted line. 

Corfu, for his part, seizes on the 
figure of 141 as proof that the whole 
matter has been blown out of all 
proportion. He accuses Shal of be- 
ing so intent on making political 
capital out of this Issue that it 
doesn’t care if it denigrates the 
Knesset In the process. 

Question: “Statistics aside, don't 
you see any question of principle 
here?" 

Corfu: “I see here a question of 
nonsense." 

The solution he hopes to push 
through, Corfu said, is for the 
House Committee to adopt a resolu- 
tion that would call on the police to 
treat MKs like everybody else- with 
regard to traffic offences, and call 
on MKs not to invoke their 
parliamentary Immunity in this 
area. 

The attorney-general has been in- 
vited to Tuesday's meeting of the 
inter-factional committee in order 
to help it draft such a resolution. 

Another question to Corfu con- 
cerned the report that he was at the 
top of the list of MKs who had had 
parking tickets quashed. 

"I never requested that a single 
ticket be cancelled," Corfu replied. 
“All the tickets I received were 
from the Jerusalem municipality, 
although I park In a place tiiat is not 
a "regulated municipal parking 
lot” 

“What 1 did do was to write the 
municipality questioning their right 
to issue those tickets." 

And Vhat could an ordinary 
citizen have done in the same situa- 
tion. he was asked. 

"Exactly the same. He would go 
to court, ^end I have no doubt that 
the judge would rebuke the 
municipality for going beyond its 
authority."

Polish premier ousted 


over economic issues 


Warsaw uiph. - polish prime 
Minister Piotr Jaroszewlcz and 
three other Communist Party of- 
ficials were ousted trom the party 
politbtiro on Friday In a major 
government shake-up triggered by 
the nation’s severe economic situa- 
tion. 

Jflroszcwicz was also removed 
from the party central committee, 
virtually ending the 70-year-old 
prime minister's political career. 

The moves came at the end oC the 
eighth party congress, which 
nevertheless re-elected Edward 
Glcrek as party leader for another 
five-year term. 

Glcrek. greeted by a standing 
ovation ns he rose to make his clos- 
ing speech to the final congress ses- 
sion. announced that Jaroszewlcz 
had requested the party authorities 


El Salvador leftists seize 


63 — hostage total at 455 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — Leftist 
militants on Friday seized at least 
63 people at the Salvadoran Foreign 
Trade Institute and the Jesuit Cen- 
tral American University, reusing 
to 495 the number of hostages in the 
capital. 

Witnesses said about 30 members 
of the powerful Popular 
Revolutionary Bloc, some armed 
with gasoline bombs, took about 60 
hostages when they stormed the 
modem three-storey Institute in the 
posh San Salvador suburb of 
Escalon. 

Institute director Arturo Gusman 
Trujillo, himself a hostage, said the 
leftists wanted to dramatize their 
complaints against foreign com- 
panies closing their Salvadoran fac- 
tories because of mounting political 
violence. 

Some 50 leftists stormed the ad- 
ministrative offices of the Central 
American University and took 


hostage an undetermined number 
of people, including the university's 
chancellor — a Jesuit priest — and 
two deans. 

The second leftist group, named 
the July 30 Revolutionary Universi- 
ty Forces after the 1975 murder of 
several university students, 
demanded an end to tuition fees and 
higher government subsidies to the 
public national university. 

The takeovers brought to some 
455 the number of hostages taken by 
leftist groups in the past two days to 
press for a lengthy list of economic 
and social demands in the strife- 
tom Central American nation of 4.8 
million people. 

Earlier In the day leftist militants 
stormed the San Pablo private 
elementary school in Zacatecoluca, 
67 km. east of the capital, and took 
captive 12 people, including six 
students and the pregnant school 
principal, local authorities said. 


Fire guts Thai refugee town 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — Emergen- 
cy supplies and shelters were rush- 
ed to northeastern Thailand yester- 
day for more than 30,000 Laotian 
refugees made homeless Friday 
night when fire raced through their 
camp of thatched bamboo huts. 

Relief agency officials said inter- 
national and voluntary relief agen- 
cies as well as the Thai government 
were working to provide for the 
refugees after their evacuation 
from the camp during the four-hour 
blaze, in which at least one person 
died. 

Police in the provincial capital of 
Nong Khai, more than 600 km 
northeast of Bangkok, said the 
cause of the blaze in the nearby 
camp had not been determined, but 


it had broken out In at least two 
places almost simultaneously. 

They said the refugees were 
preparing a lunar new year feast 
near one of the places where the 
blaze, fanned by a strong wind, 
began. 

Nong Khai police superintendent. 
Colonel Charin Plienkh&m, said 
that an oil lamp apparently was 
knocked over and burst in to- flames. 

The camp was the largest hous- 
ing Laotian refugees who form the 
bulk of over 130,000 .Indochinese 
refugees in Thailand. Many have 
been there since the Communists 
took power in Laos five years ago, 
and the camp had developed Into a 
well-organized bustling township 
with streets and shops. 


Madrid expels another Soviet spy 


MADRID (UPI). - A Soviet 
diplomat suspected of spying left 
Spain yesterday at the request of 
the government, less than 24 hours 
after the manager of the Soviet air- 
line Aeroflot was expelled for es- 
pionage. 

Anatoli Krasilnikov, second 
secretary of the Soviet embassy, 
departed for Moscow after the 
Foreign Ministry Informed Soviet 
Ambassador Yuri Dubinin on Fri- 
day that if he did not leave within 48 
hours, Krasilnikov would be 
declared persona non grata. 

The ministry acted following the 
arrest and expulsion of Oleg 


Shuranov. Aeroflot manager for 
Spain since 1977. A government 
spokesman said Shuranov had been 
under surveillance almost since his 
arrival in Spain and was caught 
red-handed on Thursday in posses- 
sion of “Spanish military 
material." 

Krasilnikov and Shuranov raised 
to seven the number of Soviet 
citizens accused of espionage in 
Spain since Madrid and Moscow re- 
established full diplomatic 
relations three years ago following 
the death of longtime dictator Fran- 
cisco Franco. The other five also 
were expelled. 


One of convicted SS-men jailed 


ASCHAFFENBURG, West Ger- 
many (AP). — Former Nazi SS 
member Ernst Heinrichsohn was 
jailed yesterday, five days after be- 
ing convicted of aiding in the war- 
time murders of thousands of 
French Jews, Bavarian state police 
said. 

The 59-year-old lawyer was taken 
into custody on an arrest warrant 
issued by a court in Cologne, where 
he and two former Gestapo officers 
were convicted of war crimes last 
Monday. 

Heinrichsohn, who was sentenced 
to six years' imprisonment, was 
brought to a Jail in this north 
Bavarian city from his home in 


nearby Buergstadt. He had been 
mayor of Buergstadt for a number 
of years, but resigned after the ver- 
dict was announced. 

There was no immediate word on 
whether the court also ordered the 
arrests of the two other men con- 
victed in the case, KurtLlschka and 
Herbert Hagen. 

The three remained free after the 
verdict pending a court decision on 
their appeals. 


Uganda seeks Amin 


KAMPALA. Uganda (UPI). — 
President Godfrey Blnalsa yester- 
day ordered all members of Ugan- 
da's armed forces to seek out and 
capture former dictator Idi Amin. 

Speaking at a public rally In the 
capital, Binaisa said he now has In- 
formation that Amin has left Libya 
where he fled Into exile after his 
overthrow nearly a year ago.

U.S. feelers on ‘neutralizing’ Afghanistan 


WASHINGTON. — The U.S. has 
begun preliminary talks with a 
number of countries on setting up a 
peacekeeping force In Afghanistan, 
but American officials do not 
foresee a Soviet troop withdrawal* 
soon. 

The Idea behind a peacekeeping 
unit would be to set the stage for a 
neutral Afghanistan. The U.S. State 
Department says there are now 
some 95.000 Soviet troops in the 
country reinforcing what it calls a 
puppet regime. 

President Jimmy Carter's ad- 
ministration has not made a formal 
proposal to its allies and other in- 
terested parties, officials said. And 
there have been no negotiations 
with the Soviet Union. 


"It's an Idea, that is floating 
around," one official said of possi- 
ble peacekeepers. "There are 
many countries interested in a 
neutral Afghanistan and concerned 
about the situation. 

“The problem Is to find a way the 
Soviets might find it palatable to 
withdraw their troops." 

On Thursday, the State Depart- 
ment said that the Kabul 
government's control over prin- 
cipal Afghan cities appears to have 
deteriorated seriously and the 
Soviet troops now in the country 
were inadequate to restore the ad- 
ministration’s authority. 

Quoting Intelligence reports, U.S. 
officials said the city of Kabul Itself 
lacked a functioning police force. 


Fear of terror campaign I Sextuplet 


after Salisbury bombings birth on TV 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Fears of an 
urban terrorist campaign grew in 
the Rhodesian capital after the ex- 
plosion of three large bomba and 
the discovery of a fourth at the 
Roman Catholic Cathedral in 
Salisbury city centre on Thursday 
and Friday. 

One blast wrecked & church in the 
white suburb of Borrowdale.

had been burled alive after being 
badly beaten. A sixth man manag- 
ed to crawl out of the hole and In- 
form them about tbe Incident. 

To contend with the increasing 
violence and intimidation against 
black voters, white Rhodesians 
began reporting for military ser- 
vice that will last until the elections 
are completed. The draft, expected 
to boost the Rhodesian army to 
about 40,000 men, has forced 
several businesses to close down 
due to a lack drraahpdwer^ 
'Meanwhile, 'Eon "Smith's Rhode** 
sian Front party celebrated a clean 
sweep of the 20 white parliamen- 
tary seats in the 100-seat body un- 
der the country's new constitution. 
Smith was elected to parliament by 
a 20-1 margin over his nearest rival. 


Blacks allowed into Jo’burg 
city centre restaurants 


JOHANNESBURG (UPI). — The 
big three department chain stores 
in Johannesburg on Friday led a 
sudden rush to desegregate city 
centre restaurants and give blacks 
the same eating facilities as whites. 

A Johannesburg Centra] Business 
District Association spokesman 
said 68 restaurants have received 
government permission to go multi- 
racial within the past month. 

He spoke after the OK Bazaars 
chain ran newspaper ads to an- 
nounce the opening of the 
restaurant Jn their central 
Johannesburg store to all races. 
Two other chains — Greatermans 
and John Orr's — revealed they 
were adopting the same policy. 

Until now, non-whites have been 
allowed' to shop freely in these 
stores, but were denied the use of 
any restaurant except for a handful 
designated as “international." As a 
result, most black shoppers had to 
resort to take-away food, which 


they ate In the parks. 

The co-founder of the OK chain 
said his city centre stores also were 
going multi-racial In Cape Town, 
Port Elizabeth and Durban. 

The scattering of blacks who 
broke the colour bar on Friday 
appeared nervous and refused to 
comment to journalists. 

The restaurants Integrated In the 
face of a rapid growth of black buy- 
ing power and a concentration of 
black consumers in city centres as 
whites shifted to the big suburban 
shopping centres. Blacks are now 
estimated to account for 40 per cent 
of sales in city centre stores. . 

Businessmen have long com- 
plained about the segregation in 
restaurants. But It was not until 
Prime Minister Pieter Botha 
launched his “adapt or dto" cam- 
paign to give blacks a better 
economic and social deal last year 
that the government accepted the 
Idea of multi-racial restaurants. 


Kosygin to appear — 
first time in 4 months 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Soviet Premier 
Alexei Kosygin, who has not been 
seen In public in four months, la 
scheduled to return to public view 
this week in a televised pre-election 
meeting with voters, the newspaper 
"Krasnaya Zvezda" reported on 
Frid ay. 

Kosygin, who has a history of 
heart Ailments, was rumoured to 
have suffered a coronary attack 
last fall. 


Trudeau beats Clark in pre-election poll 


TORONTO (AP). — A new poll 
released yesterday points to a solid 
comeback victory by Pierre Elliott. 
Trudeau's Liberals over the 
Progressive Conservative govern- 
ment of Prime Minister Joe dark 
In tomorrow’s Canadian national 
elections. 


The Conservatives have been in 
power for nine months and Clark 
led the first Conservative govern- 
ment in 16 years. The poll shows the 
Liberals with 48 per cent of the 
decided vote, against 28 per cent for 
the Conservatives and 23 per cent 
for the socialist New Democrats.

Proudly Ibrahim shows visitors 
around his strawberry field. Stan- 
ding among the long rows of plastic- 
covered plants in the prime of their 
bloom, watching their irrigation by 
automatic drip plaqtic pipes, 
Ibrahim observes, “If Allah so 
wishes, the earth will again 
produce in plenty.

GROWING VEGETABLES In 
hothouses was the pioneer work of 
Issam Abu Daka from the southern 
Gaza Strip village of Abasan. First 
the Abu Dakas — the father, Baj 
Mohammed, and his sons — ex- 
perimented with citrus groves, 
although they knew that the water 
In their well contained . some 600 
TnflHgrarvm of" chlorine per litre, far 
too much for citrus trees. Six years 
of failure, yields not exceeding 10 ~ 


per cent of average, were enough 
for the Abu Dakas. Israeli and Gaza 
Strip agricultural experts arrived 
* In Abasan to study their farm 
thoroughly and helped the family to 
prepare a one-dunam “experimen- 
tal plot" for the strip's first 
eggplant patch using modern 
irrigation. The results of careful 
cultivation, selected seeds, use of 
chemicals to fight disease, etc. 
were soon evident. Says Assam: 
"Already in the first season we 
produced six tons per dum&rn, com- 
pared with one ton only in the 
traditional farming method of 
"open furrow" irrigation- The Abu 
Dakas then paid a visit to an Israeli 
manufacturer of irrigation equip- 
ment and bought enough for two 
dunams of eggplant, which Abasan 
now exports to Europe. 

After the Abu Dakas saw 
hothouse cultivation In an Israeli 
village, they became pioneers 
again, and fetched high market 
prices for their winter tomatoes 
and other early ripening 
vegetables. “Today our farm has 
become a model farm," says Issam 
Abu Daka, "a genuine magnet, 
which attracts scores of farmers 
from all over the Strip who want to

Dr. Atalloh Tarzi, a Gaza-born 
citrus grower who earned a 
medical degree in Cairo, says, “Un- 
til 1967, we followed the old irriga- 
tion method." But after 1967 the 
Israeli experts came and convinced 
me to change to modern methods, 
offering me advice and all 
necessary assistance gratis.” Dr. 
Tarazi bought mobile sprinklers for 
his 55-dunam grove. They switch off 
automatically and allow him to 
Irrigate at night. "The water level 
In my well is not jeopardized like 
that of my neighbours, who over- 
pump. I long ago got back the out- 
lay for each dunam of sprinklers 
and other equipment by saving on 
water, fuel and other costs.” 

At the southern tip of the Strip, 
near the town of Rafah, Sheikh 
Haasan Salim Awad Istiwy, scion of 
the Shari teen Beduin tribe of At- 
mil at, speaks of how he and his men 
had conquered the desert and 
become Its masters. For security 
reasons they had been evacuated 
from their ancestral lands in the 
;area and -resettled not far away in 
| tn'e > first Rafah -Bedain settlement 
known as Dahaniya. 

There, in 1975, some 1,400 dunams 
of desert were ploughed, fertilized 
and divided into 5-dunam units with 
every two sharing drip irrigation 
pipes. A 45-day intensive training 
programme was launched for those 
among Sheikh Hasson's men who 
agreed to resettle and become 
farmers — initially 40, later grow- 
ing to 100 . The programme Included 
irrigation methods, modern 
vegetable growing systems, fer- 
tilization and ways to fight pests. A 
number of Israeli model farms 
were also visited. Says Sheikh 
Haasan: "First we moved to a site 
of temporary tents, until the first 
housing units, with running water, 
electricity, sewage, etc. were 
ready. A clinic, school and mosque 
were promised for the second year. 
At the beginning we faced strong 
political pressure from the outside 

— the Arab world — not to accept 
this Israeli solution, but I was firm 
and succeeded in convincing my 
fellow tribe members that the 
agricultural solution was the best 
possible one. I believed the 
authorities did have a constructive 
approach to our problems. X was 
certain of our success. 

Early in 1976 Sheikh Hasson 
planted six dunams of cucumbers 
and tomatoes. His net profits reach- 
ed ILIB.OOO — an unheard of sum in 
the Rafah area desert. Today he 
and his men look to the future with 
confidence: "Every dunam here Is 
worth more than 300 dunams of our 
old lands." We harvested three tons 
of cucumbers and over 12 tons of 
wire-grown tomatoes... We have 
only just begun. We are still lear- 
ning. Yet we have embarked on the 
right path. With Allah's wish, the 
Beduin of Dahaniya will master the 
desert.”

neo-Zhdanovites were forced to 
limit exercising their Influence 
mainly to the arts and literature.

If It decides not to 
accommodate Soviet demands 
regarding .the limitation and 
restriction of strategic and conven- 
tional arms; if it appears ardent In 
its courtship of China, the neo- 
Zhdanovites may acquire substan- 
tial support in their antagonism to 
detente.” Because, Dr. Spechler 
notes, "to some extent, Soviet Par- 
ty Chief Brezhnev shares their 
view." 

Which, one might surmise, shows 
that Afghanistan was predictable. 

AN OTHER Hebrew. University 
researcher, Dr. Galla Golan, 
recently concluded that the Soviet 
policy In the Middle East was, for 
the time being, to "juggle certain 
contradictory positloni" rather 
than prepare a straightforward 
push. “The Soviets are not en- 
couraging war on Israel's eastern, 
front; indeed, they. 'are still op- 
posing the extremist, more 
bellicose elements among the Re- 
jectlonists. Rather, the Soviets are 
seeking to prove their eszehtialness 
to all concerned, while pressing for 
broader, multi-lateral negotiations 


— meaning, specifically, the inclu- 
sion of the Soviet Union,” writes 
Dr. Golan. 

Leaving as little as possible to 
chance, Moscow has done its ut- 
most to develop cadres on which it 
can depend: the Communist parties 
In Jordan and in the West Bank. 
."Thus, it would appear that while 
advocating non -cooperation with 
the Egyptian-Israell accord and 
seeking to contribute to Its failure 
by the collapse of the autonomy 
plan, the Soviet Union is also en- 
suring a certain role should the 
autonomy plan in fact be im- 
plemented." 

The Soviets began openly ad- 
vocating the creation of a Palesti- 
nian state in 1974. But their attitude 
to the PLO has been wary. In an 
attempt to outbid Washington and 
prevent a PLO shift towards 
America,. Moscow gradually ac- 
corded the PI/) the official status of 
“sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinian people." Though 
the PLO is a diversified, strife- 
ridden body, which the Soviets are 
unable to control, Moscow supports 
it “as a counter-balance to the ex- 
tremist ideologies of some of the 
Reject! onist groups of- countries," 
However, the Rejectlonists, too, are 
useful to them In preventing Arafat 
from turning towards the 


Americans, Golan says. 

Since Dr. Golan’s study was 
published (by the Soviet and Blast 
European Research Centre of the 
Hebrew University), events have 
vindicated another observation of 
the academic observer. "A study of 
Soviet trade and aid policies over 
the past decade," Golan writes, 
"has demonstrated something of a 
shift in Soviet interests from the 
eastern Mediterranean to the Per- 
sian Gulf-Zndlan Ocean." The 
Soviets had hoped, apparently, that 
a precipitate American action 
would drive Khomeini into Soviet 
arms. As this did hot occur, 
Moscow became concerned about 
the obvious anti-Soviet, as well as 
anti-American, stance of the Ira- 
nian regime. The disillusionment 
of Iranian Communists after the 
Khomeini revolution was also 
ominous. Action on behalf of the 
Soviets was imminent. 

Right though she was In discer- 
ning the general trends. Dr. Golan 
did not foresee Afghanistan. She ex- 
pected an internal Communist 
revolution in Iran, whose success, 
however, seemed to her doubtful. . 
Apparently the era of winning by 
proxy — the art so refined by the 
British empire-builders — which 
the Soviets tried unsuccessfully 
since the Secqnd World War, 
appeals to them no longer. Direct 
occupation of limitrophe areas in 
the tradition of Imperial Russia has 
been resurrected. 


WASHINGTON. — The Communist 
regime In Poland Iz now blaming 
“Zionist circles" In the UjS. for the 
spread of “Polish jokes'* and the 
“intensification of the gross cam- 
paign of redlcule and slanderous in- 
sinuations directed against the 
Polish people." . 

Recent articles in the govern- 
ment - controlled Polish press have 
also accused West Germany of 
collaborating with Israel in the 
anti-Polish campaign. 

“As early as the i960*, when 
Israel began Its 'flirtation' with the 
Federal Republic of Germany, 
from whom the Jewish state receiv- 
ed enormous war reparations, the 
portion of the American. press con- 
trolled by Zionist circles began its 
attack, gradually transferring the 
blame for the extermination of 
. Jews onto the Polish people," Ed- 
''mund Orkiszewald wrote in War- 
saw's "Za Wonosc I Lud." 

Orklszewski, clearly represen- 
ting the official Communist line, did 
not hold back at all In his attack. 
“The Instigators of the anti-Polish 
campaign are the Zionist and Ger- 
man circles in the United States, 
who represent the chauvinistic 
reactionary financial circles, the 
publishing houses, press, radio, 
television and film producers," he 
charged. 

He said the anti-Polish slurs were 
Intensified following the election of 
Pope John Paul II, who la Polish. 
“There was a rash of 'jokes car- 
toons and offensive utterances," he 
said. “At the forefront are such 
newspapers as The Jerusalem Post 
and the New York 'Jewish Week- 
American Examiner.*” 

ACCORDING to Orklszewski, the 
origins ot this anti-Polish campaign 
can be traced to an article which 
appeared in B’nal B’rith's 
"National Jewish Monthly" lnlBOB. 
“The periodical of American 
Jews.” he said, had the audacity to 
allege that before World War n 
anti-Semitism was an Integral part 
of Polish life, accepted, sanctioned

All of these Polish accusations 
against American Jews, Zionists 
and Israel would themselves be just 
a joke if it were not for the fact that 
they reflect the Increasingly hostile 
anti-Semitic trend gaining, 
credence throughout the Soviet bloc 
countries. 

Analysts here in Washington are 
disturbed by recent indications that 
the worsening state of U.S.-Soviet 
relations may eventually be 
translated into an even more 
virulent drive against Israel and 
world Jewry by the Kremlin 
leadership and Its East European 
satellites. 

Ever since the Soviet Union and 
the Communist bloc (with the sole 
exception of Rumania) severed 
diplomatic relations with Israel 
during the 1967 Six-Day War, there 
has been a steady Communist blast 
against "Zionist aggression.'' 

Experts here recognized that this 
anti-Zionist campaign was merely 
a euphemism against Israel and the 
Jewish people. All of a sudden, 
Zionists were the cause of all tilings 
evil In the world. 

And now, this includes Polish 
jokes. 

WHAT SEEMS to bother the War- 
saw regime most is the em- 
barrassing charge — extremely 
well-documented — that many 
Poles collaborated with the Nazis 
during World War n In the exter- 
mination of European Jews, 
roughly half of whom lived In 
Poland. 

"Because the Nazis established 
many of their extermination camps 
on occupied Polish territory, an 
attempt is being made to make the 
Poles co-participants in the crimes 
committed inside the barbed- wire 
camps," Orkiszewald said.

Polish campaign.” he continued, 
returning to his original theme of 
Israel-West German conspiracy. 

“But there is, of course, still 
another: the German chauvinists of 
various ilk. those from the ultra- 
right-wing German organizations in 
the United States aa well as those in 
the FRG. They are actively par- 
ticipating in the anti-Polish cam- 
paign through publications which 
whitewash the Nazi criminals and 
portray the victims as the 
perpetrators.” 

East European specialists here 
noted that the trend in the Polish 
media to blame "Zionists” for the 
supposedly anti-Polish slurs 
represents a reversion to the 
centuries-old tradition In Poland 
end elsewhere in Europe for. the 
regime in power — any regime — to 
strengthen itself by finding 
scapegoats for the public at large. 

Always, those scapegoats have 
been Jews — one of the reasons why 
so many Poles willingly cooperated 
with the Nazis at Auschwitz (which 
was in Poland) and other concen- 
tration camps in murdering Jews.'*,

LONDON (UPI). — Fullback Dusty 
Hare landed a last minute penalty 
to give England a 9-8 victory over 
14-man Wales In a nail-biting finish 
to the Rugby Union International 
match at Twickenham yesterday. 
The win puts England well in the 
lead In the Five Nations cham- 
pionship. 

Wales, whose flanker Paul 
Ringer was sent off after only 14 
minutes for a late tackle on fly-half 
John Horton, looked to have snatch- 
ed a late win In the 88th minute 
when hooker Alan Phillips charged 
down an attempted Steve Smith 
cross and sent Elgan Rees racing 
over for a try and an. 8-6 lead. 

Hundreds of Welsh fans from the 
65,000 crowd Invaded the pitch, 
but only two mi notes later it was 
the torn of English supporters to 
celebrate as Hare scored his third 
penalty of Ute match to set England 
on course for Its first grand slam of 
wins since 1957. 

Only 10 minutes earlier Hare, 
who scored all England’s points, 
landed his second penalty to put his 
team ahead. 

But Wales did not deserve to be 
behind. ■ Its seven-man pack had 
matched the full-strength England 
contingent In the mauls and had

Ringer's dismissal was the 
culmination of a fiery 15-ralnute 
opening spell which saw both packs 
trading punches in the loose.

U.S. skater wins 2 gold medals 


LAKE PLACID. New York t AP). — 
American Eric Heiden yesterday 
raced to his second gold medal of 
the Winter Olympics, shattering 
another record as he won the 5,000- 
metre speed skating event. Anatoli 
Aljabicv of the Soviet Union iron 
gold in the 20- kilometre biathlon 
and Erich Schaerer drove a Swiss 
bobsled to victory in the two-man 
event. 

Heiden. who had broken the 
Olympic mark while winning the 
500 metre race on Friday, chopped 
some 20 seconds off the 5,000 
record. He was timed In 7 minutes, 
2.29 seconds, nearly one full second 
ahead of world record holder Kal 
Arne Stenshjemmet of Norway, 
who took the silver in 7:03.28, The 
bronze went to another Norwegian. 
Tom Erik Oxholm. who was timed 
in 7:03.59. 

The Soviet Union continued its 
domination of Nordic events when 
Aljahiev finished first in the 20- 
kilometre biathlon. He was timed In , 
1 hour, 8 minutes. 16.31 seconds. ' 
Frank Ullrich of East Germany 
took the silver In 1:08.27.79 and 
another East German, Eberhard 
Rosch. won the bronze In 1:11.30.25. 

Ullrich, however, filed a protest, 
and the results were unofficial pen- 
ding a check of the targets. The 
event combines cross-country ski- 
ing and target shooting. 

The two-man bobsled event went 
to driver Schaerer and brakeman 
Josef Benz of Switzerland, whose 
combined time for four runs was 
4:09.36. A pair of East German 
sleds finished 2-3 with Bernhard 
Germeshausen and Hans Jurgen 
Gerhardt claiming the silver medal 
In 4:10.93 and Meinhard Nebmer 
and Bogdan Muslol taking the 
bronze in 4:11.08. 

Athletes from Ute Soviet Union, 
East Germany and U.S. won gold 
medals In Friday's competition. 

The dream of gold medals for 
U.S. figure skaters Tal Babilonla 
and Randy Gardner was shattered 
by a disastrous injury that forced 
them out of the pairs competition. 

The hard-driving, powerful legs 
of Eric Heiden and Leah Mueller 
have produced America's first 
medals at the problem-plagued 
Winter Games. 

Heiden, who could leave these 
games with five speed skating 
golds, pocketed No. 1 with an 
awesome performance in the 500- 
metre event. That came after 
Mueller produced America’s first 
medal, taking the second place 
silver behind the GDR's Korin 
Enke in the women's 500. Heiden, 
the 21 -year-old flash from Madison, 
Wisconsin, was scheduled to go 
after his second medal yesterday in 
the 5,000-metre race.

his medal that night. 

Laser beams, star bursts, 
wheels of fireworks and foun- 
tains of coloured explosions 
turned the lake into a spec- 
tacular light show, while crowds 
stayed behind newly erected 
fences. 

Thursday's fiasco was bereft 
of Soviet medallists, poles for 
flag-raising ceremonies and 
.fences for crowd control.

Kulikov was the Olympic and world 
record-holder in the event and 
Heiden knew the Soviet' was the 
skater he had to beat. 

The showdown was a race to 
behold. Kulikov led after 100 metres 
but. Heiden caught him In the 
backstrctch and the two men duell- 
ed stride for stride In a brutal battle 
for the lead. 

Then came the break. Kulikov 
slipped ever so slightly ap- 
proaching the final turn. He 
steadied himself almost Im- 
mediately but in that instant, 
Heiden sprung into the lead. 

Driving his skates into the ice, 
Heiden shot in front and finished 
with an Olympic record of 39.17. 
The Russian also beat his old mark 
with 38.37 for the silver. The bronze 
went to Ueuwe de Boer of the 
Netherlands in 38.48. 

Heiden’s gold came after Mueller 
put America on the medal 
scoreboard with her silver In the 
women's 500. The gold went to 
Enke, the 18-year-old woman whose 
sudden success haw baffled most 
observers of the sport. 

Until two years ago, Enke was a 
figure skater, and not a very 
successful one either. Illness caus- 
ed her to turn to speed skating and 
she unexpectedly grabbed the 
world sprint championship last 
weekend at West Allis before claim- 
ing her Olympic gold here In the 
record time of 4L78. 

The bronze went to Natalia 
Petrusheva of tbe Soviet Union In 
42.42. All three medalists broke the 
Olympic mark of 42.76 set by 
America's Sheila Young In 1978. 

In the women's 5-kilometre cross- 
country skiing, Smetanina waa tim- 
ed in 15 minutes 6.92 seconds to 
dethrone the 2976 Olympic and 2978 
world champion. Helena Takalo of 
Finland. 

Takalo was a badly beaten eighth 
with the sliver medal going to 
Hilkka Rlihivuorl of Finland in 
15:11.96 and Keta Jeriova of 
Czechoslovakia taking tbe bronze in 
35:23.44. The best American 
finisher in the event was Alison 
Owen-Spencer, who finished 22nd in

Israel participated In the 1979 
championships In Lisbon as a 
“guest team,” hut she was un- 
animously accepted for full 
membership of the Brussels-based 
Plume d’Or grouping at its annual 
meeting held during the cham- 
pionships. Israel is the only non- 
European country in the group, 
which was set up In 1962 specifically 
for countries where badminton is a 
developing sport. She joined the 80- 
nation International Badminton 


Federation three years ago.

THE PUBLIC has been subjected of late to a number of pur- 
ported exposes, which have turned out to be duds. So it was with 
former Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's memoirs; and so it 
would seem to be now with Asher Yadlin's generalizations on 
the manner in which the Labour Party financed itself during his 
tenure as one of its financiers. 

Not that there is a shortage of suspicions on the financing of 
our political parties. But Yadlin's accusations, to judge from the 
first Instalment of his impending book in the weekend's “Yediot 
Aharonot," are too general and too coloured by his desire to 
take vengeance on former colleagues in the Labour Party. 

The fanfare accompanying Yadlin's release from jail after 
three years does, however, raise several troubling points. 

First is the incipient danger of aping America's post- 
Watergate trend of turning scoundrels into media heroes. Asher 
Yadlin has, as the cliche has it, “paid his debt tp society.” This 
formal payment, however, does not erase the fact that the man, 
who -at one time was seen as one of the most promising of the 
Labour Party's third generation of national leaders, was con- 
victed on charges of embezzlement and bribery for the purpose 
of lining his own pockets. 

Three years since his sensational trial, Yadlin repeats 
general accusations against' people who are dead like Golds 
Meir, Finhaa Sapir and Yehoshua Rabin owitz and equally 
generalized attacks against living persons whom he sees as foes 
today. 

The tenor of Yadlin's writing smacks of petulant resentment 
against his party's leaders for falling to cover up for him as 
previous party leaders had covered up tor their “boys” before. 
H was only to have been expected that Likud spokesmen 
would seize upon the accusations to demand an investigation of 
the Labour Party, in the hope of reversing the decline of their 
own political fortunes. It would be unfortunate If it ended just at 
that. 

There Is certainly room to query the ways in which the Labour 
Party has used its control of the Hiatadrut and its former control 
of the government treasury to finance its own activities. 

There is just as much room to Investigate the similar, 
although understandably more limited, activities of the 
National Religious Party in regard to its publicly financed 
economic institutions. And there is no doubt a rich lode to be 
mined In regard to the Likud parties and the three years of their 
incumbency — not to mention the methods by which state funds 
have been diverted to such sundry activities as those of Gush 
Emunim settlements and Agudat YIsrael yeshivot by their 
respective political backers. 

Most of Israel's parties have shown a cavalier attitude to 
public moneys. They have all been convinced that the needs of . 
the party and of staying in power, or maintaining their relative 
chunk of it, justified questionable practices. 

the Labour Party admittedly was a major offender in this 
game, given the three decades in which it monopolized 
governmental power and purse-strings and its continued control 
of the Hiatadrut. But the problem is one that pervades the entire 
party system. 

What in the distant past was unsavoury and unprincipled 
behaviour has become illegal, following the adoption of the laws 
on party financing. Yadlin's revelations, tor all their vagueness, 
are a fitting reminder that the time for a non-partisan investiga- 
tion of the parties' financing methods, leading to a tightening of 
control, is In order. 


Misuse of power 



THE DISPUTE in the Israel Electric Corporation, with staff ! 
refusing to do overtime, seems to have passed its peak. The i 
workers are cross at losing overtime pay, not to mention incen- 
tive pay. The sanctions are thankfully not doing much damage 
so far. The public is not seriously affected, but there la a general 
feeling that It is time the incident was wound up. 

But how? The workers' committee has tabled a dozen 
demands concerning the modification of this allowance and 
that, which have been the subject of continuous negotiation. 
Most intractable Is the desire of the administrative staff to 
catch up with the salaries of the technical staff, and the con- 
trary determination of the technical staff to stay ahead. 

If all sides want to shelve the quarrel, they will hammer out a 
formula granting some of the wage demands, and putting the 
issue between administrators and technicians on ice for a while 
longer. But there is one matter on which the workers will not 
yield — the proposal by board chairman David Shiftman to ter- 
minate the privilege granted 58 years ago of free electricity. 

The subject comes up repeatedly for debate. The cost of 
energy soared in 1973 and has gone on rising at intervals ever 
since — - but not for the 7,000 employees of the IEC. Adver- 
tisements put out by the company urge the public to save 
current, by switching off the light in the next room, and so on. 

Meanwhile its own staff are encouraged to waste conspicuous- 
ly, because electricity is, so to speak, part of their pay. So the 
more they use, the higher their de facto income. 

They object to the fact that management imposed the new 
tariff on them without consultation, and on that point they have 
the Hlatadrut's support. Very well, let them make a counter- 
proposal. 

But none is forthcoming. They know they can get their way, 
because they possess more power than any other works com- 
mittee In the land. Many groups can shut down part of the 
economy, only the IEC can shut it down in its entirety. 

Voices in high quarters are asking whether the game Is worth 
the candle. Postpone the Shiftman tariff, they say, appoint a 
committee to examine once again the problem of free electrlci- 
| ty , and forget about the whole thing for yet another spell. 

But the problem has to be solved one day, and the present 
time seems as opportune as any. The Treasury is endeavouring 
to reduce the outlay of the public sector in Israel by a fixed sum, 
in order to combat inflation. Painful measures are being 
adopted, including dismissals and all the suffering that thiy in- 
volves. 

One alternative way to cut deficits is to end a privilege which 
has become an abuse. If a given sum of money can be saved 
either by charging a nominal fee to IEC personnel (as in the 
S hiftman tariff) or by closing down a school for retarded 
Children — which is it to be? 

Hie dilemma poses a basic question about the use of power by 
pressure goups in a democratic society. Sooner or later, it must 
receive an answer.

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WHEN ONE COMBS dawn from 
the rarefied level of such 
hypothetical and inhuman m usings 
one is struck by the perversity of 
the self-inflicted damage Implicit in 
Rabbi Jakobo vita’s declarations. 

Implied in his entire argument is 
the accusation that Israel Is the one 
Who is and has for the past 82 years 
been primarily responsible for the 
absence of peace between it and the 
surrounding Arab world. Even 
worse is the assertion that peace, 
regardless of how It is defined in 


IT IS COMMON to hear Israelis 
complain that they no longer know 
for whom to vote. Not because they 
are ideologically confused: all 
those I have met divide distinctly 
into hawks and doves. Logically 
speaking, the hawks should vote for 
Mr. Begin and the doves should sup- 
port Peace Now. And that is where 
the trouble begins. 

One can be a hawk and accept the 
dogma that all-Palestine 1 b the 
national home of the Jewish people, 
and still not ignore the practical 
considerations which limit the 
application of that doctrine. 

One can be a dove and oppose 
territorial expansion, and still not 
insist that all Judea and Samaria 
and including East Jerusalem, be 
handed over, bag and baggage, to 
Yasser Arafat. But there is 
fanaticism on boths sides. The un- 
fanatic hawks are disillusioned 
with the eccentricities of Be gin’s 
government. 

The unfanatic doves are put off 
by the kind of declaration that 
Britain's Chief Rabbis Dr. Im- 
manuel Jakobovits, made to 
pressmen last Tuesday. 


The present Cabinet senselessly 
mixes up the dogmas of 
Revisionism with the pragmatic 
thinking that underlies the Camp 
David agreement. But Rabbi 
Jakobovits, at the other end of the 
political spectrum, has got It wrong 
too. His use of the word 
"Palestinian" to describe the group 
of Arabs who claim the right of 
nations) ownership over part or all 
of Israel is a key to his way of think- 
ing. 

No one in his senses can maintain 
that the Arab people own an insuf- 
ficiency of territories: their 
sovereignty Is spread over an area 
larger than all Europe. The 
problem in the Middle East is how 
little Israel can be left with and still 
survive. 


The Arabs believe that all lands 
in which Arabs live should be under 
Arab rule. The Government of 
Israel grasps the point but is con- 
cerned about not imperilling the 
country's security. The Labour par- 
ty suggests sharing the West Bank 
with Jordan, retaining only the un- 
inhabited or scarcely inhabited por- 
tions. The Likud proposes granting 
complete autonomy to the Arabs in 
the West Bank and Gaza, while 
retaining strategic control. 

The outside world applies Intense 
pressure on Israel. All foreign 
governments without exception are 
ageed that a surrender must be 
mdde to the Arab desire for self-' 
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TF BRITAIN'S Chief Rabbi Im- 
mnnuci Jakobovits was not mis- 
quoted, his statements this week to 
representatives of the Jewish press 
In Britain provide an object lesson 
of the dangers entailed in the exten- 
sion of the Israeli penchant for 
fierce and often irresponsibly un- 
trammelled internecine warfare to 
a foreign setting far removed from 
daily contact with the realities of 
the Middle East and of the Arab- 
Israel dispute. 

Rabbi Jakobovits. a known dove_ 
on the Issues of the territories 
and of Israel-Arab relations, said 
many things with which many 
Israelis would agree. He also said 
things with which most would dis- 
agree but which are undeniably 
within the realm of a legitimate 
difference of opinion and of ap- 
proach. 

He went on to declare, however, 
that “If I knew we could never at- 
tain peace with the Arab world, I 
would say 'liquidate Israel now.'" 

At the ratified intellectual level . 
at which Rabbi Jakobovits was 
making his statement, made possi- 
ble by a distance- of several thou- 
sand miles, there is at least one 
troubling hypothetical question that 
an Israeli could ask: If the 
anguishing prospect of the unat- 
tainabllity of peace is what is 
troubling the religious leader of 
British Jewry, why should his con- 
clusion be the immediate liquida- 
tion of Israel? 

Surely If one Is considering the 
gamut of horrifying alternatives 
one should also contemplate the 
"liquidation" of the Arab world, or 
at least of the Palestinians it one is 
going Into the "liquidating" game? 

If desirability is not the criterion, 
and no one would' accuse Rabbi 
Jakobovits of desiring the liquida- 
tion of either side in the dispute, but 
feasibility is. surely, in the age of 
nuclear and chemical warfare the 
liquidation (or total destruction to 
use only one of the meanings of that 
horrifying Nazi-tainted word) of the 
Arab world is as feasible as Is that 
of Israel.

changing political contexts, is ax- 
iom aticaUy to be preferred to sur- 
vival. Topping all of this would 
seem to be Rabbi Jakobo vita's 
belief that the anguished debate ' 
that he is conducting with his peo- 
ple and himself, can be carried out 
In a sound-proofed political 
vacuum. 

Surely It should not be lost on the 
Chief Rabbi of British Jewry that 
the idea of the liquidation of Israel 
is not purely hypothetical. It is no 
secret that major and entrenched 
elements in the British Foreign Of- 
fice, the English press and in the 
State Department persist in their 
belief that the creation of Israel 
was a tragic mistake of historic 
proportions. Nor should it come as 
a surprise that many additional 
elements who are ostensibly 
neutral in the Arab- Israel dispute 
would join the former groups in 
heaving a sigh of relief if Israel 
were to disappear in A morally 
painless “liquidation." 

Why, then, should a Jewish 
leader provide grist for their mills? 
One can understand that Rabbi 
Jakobovits and other of his persua- 
sion, both abroad and in Israel, are 
often tempted to go to frantic ex- 
tremes as a result of the irresponsi- 
ble antics of the Begin government, 
whether In Ellon Moreh or In 
Hebron. Should such provocations, 
however, be deemed sufficient for 
otherwise responsible Jewish 
leaders who are at pains to dis- 
sociate themselves from the Begin 
government, to strike out at the 
very foundations of Israel itself? 

For an answer one should con- 
trast the behaviour of the leaders of 
the American Jewish Committee 
who this week visited Israel with 
that of the British Jewish leader. 
There can be no doubt that the 
leaders of the AJC are as appalled 
by the Begin government's 
irresponsible policies on the West 
Bank as is Dr. Jakobovits. In repor- 
ting In Israel on their meetings with 
Prime Minister Begin, the AJC 
heads asserted that while they 
would not and could not defend the 
government's policies in the West 
Bank when they return to thi^U.S., 
they would not attack it in public.

THE TROUBLE with Rabbi 
Jakobovits's posing of the 
hypothetical alternative: peace or 
the self- liquidation of Israel, is that 
the unattainability of peace 
between Israel and the Arabs in the 
foreseeable future is far from 
hypothetical. 

In prognosticating on the likely 
development of human, social and 
political affairs one should never 
say never, as in Rabbi Jakobovits's 
"never attain peace." Real 
political situations and the com- 
plexity of the factors involved in 
their unfolding precludes the lux- 
ury of such absolute predictions. 

But if one more modestly goes 
over to a reasonable reading of 
probabilities in the shorter term, 
one of the surest, although moat 
dejecting, prognoses for the Middle 
East is that there will be many 
more wars in this region in the next 
few decades. 

Considering the abysmal gaps 
between untold oil riches on the one 


THERE HAVE BEEN five wars 
between Israel and the Arab con- 
frontation states in 32 years. But in 
the same period there have been 
even more wars among the Arab 
states themselves. The above fac- 
tors, whose Intensity is increasing, 
point to a continuation of such a 
sorry history for this extremely un- 
stable region, with little Ukellhood 
of Israel's escaping Involvement in 
some of these future war s.

The question is not whether Israel 
will yield, but how much it will 
yield. The battle fought by Jews Is 
to retain what they can, a sliver of 
territory perhaps, in the south and 
along the J ordan river; or a sharing 
of authority with the Jordanian 
state over the West Bank — 
anything that can prevent the 
Israelis from being 
claustrophobically penned into that 
narrow coastal strip, that is a per- 
manent temptation to Arab aggres- 
sion. 

Comes Rabbi Jakobovits, and 
speaks of the Palestinians. In doing 
so. he creates a new ethnic group. 
The persons resident west of the 
Jordan are not Arabs, like their kith 
and kin on the other side of the 
river; they are (It appears) a quite 
separate folk who need a quite 
separate country. 

Transjordan Palestine does not 
count — that belongs to another an- 
cient ethnic group called the Jor- 
danians. But If the Palestinians are 
to have a particular and distinct 
Palestinian homeland, then it must ' 
be nation-sized, which means it 
must comprise — at the very least 
— all Judea and Samaria, and all 
Gaza. It needs a capital too, and 
here is one right at hand: 
Jerusalem, which can, the worthy 
rabbi concedes, double up as a 
capital for Israel. 

Thus Dr. Jokobovits, a loyal and 
believing Jew, joins the ranks of the 
150 countries,- including the East 
Europeans and the Moslem bloc 
and the Third World and the Com- 
mon Market and the Latin 
Americans, all of whom are press- 
ing against the will and desire of the 
Israeli people, to force them back 
on their heels and out of the Blk'a; 
out of Gush Etzion; out of the 
Jerusalem neighbourhoods of 
Ramat Eshkol, Neve Ya'akov, 
French Hill, Rarnot, Armon Hanat- 
zlv. and Gilo, not to mention the 
Jewish Quarter In the Old City; out 
of KaUdlya — into that nightmare 
strategic trap between the hills of 
Samaria and the sea.

What the FLO has to do is send a 
delegation, backed by all Arab 
governments, to assure the Chief 
Rabbi, with the aid of sacred oaths 
taken on the Koran, that they will

The three-and-a-quarter million.
